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PAINTER DROPS TO DEATH, 


BIG CROWD BELIEVING HIM 


PLAYING APRIL FOOL JOKE 


Clinging 10 Rope, 150 Feet 


Above Ground, Makes Des- 
perate Fight for Life 


oLOOK AT HIM TRYING 


TO APRIL FOOL PEOPLE” 


But the Cry Had Scarcely Left 
Lips of Spectators Before 
Luther Williams’ Hold Loos- 
ened and His Body Dropped. 
Once a Barber, He Had 
Changed to Painter, Despite 
Bride’s Pleadings.

A horrified crowqa paused in Decatur 
and Butler streets at 4:10 o'clock Mon- 
day afternoon, and watched Luther 
Williams, a painter, 22 years 
to the smokestack of the Georgia Rail- 
way and Electric Light Company, 
making a desperate fight 150 feet from 
the ground against death. 

For ten minutes screamed and 
strugzzled, while half of the people in 
the street believed that he was playing 
an April fool joke. A sudden lunge 
from the iron ladder which creeps to 
the top of the stack caused Williams to 
grasp, ‘and his bhodv shot 
through space and crashed through the 
roof over the boiler shop. He was stil! 
when the ambulance rushed 
the Atlanta hospital. but he 
died in frightful agony ten minutes 
afterwards.

Claude 
Mayton, an express driver, shouted in 
amazement, as he on the Butler 
street viaduct gazing up at the stack. 

The screams of the imperiled man 
floated into the court room where the 
Saturday night horde of law violators 
were being tried before Judge Broyles. 
but everyone believed that tre crowd 
standing the vard at police bar- 
racks was pointing skyward to fool 
the unwary, and it. was not until 
the Greenberg & Bond ambulance 
dashed up to the Decatur street en- 
trance of the power house and carried 
the mangled body from the yard that 
the tragedy was revealed. 

The accident occurred t a time 
when the streets in thegvicintty of 
the power house were thronged with 
people, and many -had paused to watch 
Williams workine from his perilous 
position on the scaffold. Two ropes 
of triple thickness hung from two 
stout cast iron hooks fastened at the 
exhaust of the stack about 230 feet 
from the ground, and Williams was 
seated on a board twelve inches long, 
three 
one-halg inches thick. He had painted 
about thirty-five feet on one side of 
the stack, and with the aid of an as- 
sistant, John Miller, had drawn the 
scaffold up to a distance of about 150 
feet from the ground, or about 120 feet 
from the roof of the boiler room.

the intense heat which constantly 
poured from the stack, and the right 
pulley rope dropped from its fasten- 
ing. ‘Williams managed to loop his 
arm imto the bend of the rope and held 
on for more than ten minutes. 

“Help! Help! I'm falling,’ Miller, 
the helper, heard Williams shriek, and 
he instantly realized the peril of the 
man dangling in the air. 

The swift air currents carried Wil- 
Jiamg about three feet from the side of 
the stack, and then whirled him out 
of reach of the little iron ladder which 
runs up to the top. Another gust cgr- 
ried him within a few inches of the 
iron ladder, but he was unable to 
reach it. Again he ewayed from the 
stack. If he could only grasp the lad- 
der he could have pulled himself out 
of danger and*could thhave’ climbed 
dawn without a scratch, 

The crowd in the streets looked on 
the horrible spectacle. Half were 
laughing because they believed Wil- 
liams was playimg a good joke on the 
mén who climbed to the roof of the 
building in order that they might gain 
the steep ladder, grasp the long end 
of the.rope and sWay Williams close 
enou to the jadder to enable him to 
save himself. To those beneath who 
realized that Williams was not merely 
lirting with death, the spectacle was 
not a bit amusing. They knew that it 
was a grim struggle, the man at the 
end of the rope battling against death 
aided by the strong wind.

Fort Smith patrolmen, Chief of Police 
Bryant L. Barry and Night Captain 
Samuel Smart were discharged by the 
city council tonight for failing to quell 
a mob, which ten days ago tore out 
a window in the city jail, seized Sam 
negro, 19 years old, and hung 
him to a pole on one of the main 
streets of the city. The council also 
abolished the detective bureau and re- 
lieved its chief, Cathey Pithcock, of 
his star. Witnesses told the alder- 
men at the hearing tonight that the 
patrolmen on duty in the vicinity of 
the jail made no effort to protect the 
negro and that others, attracted to 
the scene by the work of the mob, 
viewed it in dismay and returned to 
their accustomed beats.

cans of North Carolina held a meet-

The 
man, the woman, the child who now goes under the knife and is 
painlessly restored to health and vigor—at least given a new lease 
on life—owes a debt of gratitude to this unassuming Georgian whose 
patient genius stripped the operating-room of nine-tenths of its 
horrors.

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WEATHER NEWS FROM THE OCEAN. 


The utility of the forecasting service of the federal weather 
bureau is to be radically increased by extending its area of prophe- 
cies to include the Atlantic ocean and the storm areas of the Carib- 
bean sea. According to a recent neWs announcement, arrange- 
ments are now being perfected whereby vessels plying between this 
country and Europe, and in West Indian seas, will report meteoro- 
logical conditions by wireless to the nearest communicable telegraph 
or cable station. | 

Possibilities rising out of this extension are at once obvious. 
Vessels far out at sea tossed by storm or tempest, or even able to 
prophesy distant disturbances while themselves in calm areas, 
will at once transmit the news to shore stations. Warnings will 
be wired up and down the coast, and out to sea, and shipping be 
made safe long before the arrival of the heralded outbreak of nature. 

It is claimed, for instance, that had such a system prevailed at 
the time of the Galveston tidal wave, preliminary tidings of that 
terrible visitation would have preceded it to the gulf city, and the 
inhabitants would have had opportunity to protect themselves 
before it broke in all its fury. Considering that a large number of 
the storms that ravage this country form first at sea, the potential 
benefits of the proposed innovation are quickly discernible.

Washington, April 1—The demo- 
cratic woo] bill today passed the house 
189 to 92, with 20 progressive republi- 
cans voting for it. Representative 
Tucker, of Colorado, who it 
in debate and answered on 
the roll call, and Representative Fran- 
cis, of Ohio, who voted against it, 
were the only democrats who did not 
line up with the majority. Represen- 
tative Payne ‘noved to recommit the 
bill witb instructions to the commit- 
tee to report the republican substitute, 
but that was lost 169 to 108. 

Supporters of the bill decided it 
would not cut the government's reve- 
nue, but would save more than £$50,- 
000,000 a year to consumers because 
of the readjustment of rates. All at- 
tempts of the republicans to amend 
the bill to increase the rates were lost.

“Any act 
regulating or affecting an enterprise 
having an interstate character neces- 
sarily affects the conditions under 
which it competes with like enter- 
prises carried on in other states. This 
will apply to telephones, telegraphs, 
natural gas and oil companies and 
many other enterprises. And the 
passage of.a law regulating the hours 
of labor within oné state might make 
st difficult or impossible for its cor- 
porations or citizens to compete suc- 
cessfully with those engaged in the 
same business in other states Where 
no such regulatton exists. The same 
condition would arise trom the pas- 
sage of a workman's compensation 
law or a law chanxging the Nability 
of employers in one state, when other 
states have no such laws or different 
ones.

The farmers are _ trying to 
plant the next crop, despite adverse 
weather conditions, although the 
acreage this year will be very greatly 
reduced as hundreds of acres of fine
